Victor Paz Estenssoro, a former 
finance minister arrested in 1941 in 
connection with an allegedly at- 
tempted Nazi putsch in Bolivia, ap- 
pealed to the population to assist 
in “consolidating” the revolution. 

Paz Estenssoro, leader of the 
coup, intalled himself in the pres- 
idential palace, where Maj. Gual- 
berto Villarroel took over the reins 
of government as chief of the 
revolutionary junta. 

In an interview Paz Estenssoro 
declared: 

“The Atlantic Charter and other 
obligations of Bolivia will be re- 
gspected and maintained . .. the 
new Government in no case will 
alter the international situation at 
the side of the United Nations.” 


Alleged Plot in 1941. 


The former Cabinet Minister's 
arrest in 1941 grew out of what 
the Penaranda government 
charged was a plot by Ernst 
Wendler, the German Minister to 
Bolivia, to provide a communica- 
tion channel to Germany, supplied 
with information from Bolivian 
army officers who favored a to- 
talitarian form of government. 
Wendler was ordered expelled 
from the country.

MOSCOW, Dec. 20 (AP).—The 
bodies of three German soldiers 
and a Russian who confessed he 
helped them, commit atrocities 
against the Russian people swung 
today from the public gallows in 
the icy wind of Kharkov’s main 
square. 

The four were hanged at il 
a. m. yesterday, a day following 
their convictions by a military 
tribunal of the Fourth Ukrainian 
Front in the first war criminal 
trial. P 

A crowd of 40,000 saw the execu- 
tions and greeted them “with great 
satisfaction and applause,” it was 
announced. Since that time hun- 
dreds have flocked into the city 
from far away sections of Kharkov 
province to see visible proof that 
the verdict had been carried out. 

Hitler Warned of Fate. 

The men hanged were Wilhelm 
Langheld, a Gestapo captain; Hans 
Ritz, vice-commander of a Storm 
Troop company; Richard Ratzlaw, 
Gestapo auxiliary police corporal, 
and Mikhail Bulanov, a Russian, 
who served as a chauffeur for the 
Gestapo. 

Langheld, Ratzlaw and Bulanov 
died within three minutes and Ritz 
in five minutes. — ,

Nazi Radio-Directed Glider Bombs 


Sent Against Convoy From Planes 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP). — A 
German “secret weapon”—a glider 
bomb powered by rockets and con- 
trolled by radio—was described to- 
day in the first eyewitness reports 
of a recent attack on a big Allied 
convoy with the _  swift-diving 
bombs. 

The glider bombs, released by 
eight Nazi planes, all missed, said 
two British Marine officers, who 
added that the attacks “looked like 
the day of a Martian invasion was 
here.” 

This apparently was the first 
multiple attack with the _ glider 
bombs, One such glider had heen 
reported used in a previous attack. 

Robert Daley, a gunnery officer, 
said the bombs were carried by 
gliders about 25 feet long and with 
15-foot wingspread. One glider 
was slung under each of the eight 
twin-engined bombers, 


The planes approached the con- 
voy head-on, Daley said, releasing 
the gliders some distance away. 
By radio control, they kept the 
gliders on a horizontal course un- 
til they neared the vessels, then 
sent them zooming down. The 
gliders trailed white smo”e, and 
picked up tremendous speed in 
their dive. 

One glider was shot down a 
short distance from Daley’s vessel, 
and might otherwise have struck 
home, : 

“The glider bombs cxploded 
when they hit the water throwing 
up a spout and a big cloud of black 
smoke,” Daley said. 

The Germans could mak. them 
turn corners, he ontinued, and 
the gliders had brilliant red lights, 
possibly for use at night. One of 
the bombers also was downed in 
this attack, made in daylight.

Losses Run High on Both 
Sides in Bitter Moun- 
tain Fighting — 8th 
Army Gains Along 
Adriatic Coast.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Dec. 20 (AP).-—Lt. Gen, 
Mark W, Clark’s American troops 
of the Fifth Army, which captured 
the heavily fortified village of San 
Pietro after three days of furious 
fighting, has hammered out new 
gains toward San Vittore, next 
strong defense on the road to 
Cassino, and in the mountains to 
the northeast has registered gains 
of up to two miles, Allied head- 
quarters announced today. 

Gen, Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery’s Eighth Army, supported by 
tanks, Overran an enemy position 
in the sector along the Adriatic 
coast, inflicting severe losses, 
while advancing about a mile 
farther inland and capturing the 
village of Consalvi, six miles from 
Orsogna. 

(The French radio at Algiers 
said the Eighth Army had entered 
Orsogna, an important position in 
the German defense line. The 
British had driven a salient into 
the line by capturing Poggio Fiori- 
ta, about halfway between Orsogna 
and the port of Ortona.)

ADVANCE ALLIED HEAD- 
QUARTERS, New Guinea, Dec. 20 
(AP).—American invasion forces 
on New Britain Island are ap- 
proaching the Arawe air strip six 
miles east of the tip of the Arawe 
Peninsula, a headquarters spokes- 
Man announced today. 

His information was based on 
reports of late Saturday, suggest- 
ing that by now the United States 
Sixth Army troops may be in pos- 
session of the field, which the Jap- 
anese left in an unserviceable ¢on- 
dition. 

Japanese air attacks against 
American positions on the south- 
west coast ofthe big Japanese- 
held island are diminishing in the 
face of strong Allied air support 
for the ground forces. Thunder- 
bolt pilots shot down two enemy 
fighters Thursday and Friday and 
drove off other attackers. Patrols 
late Friday downed a Japanese 
dive bomber. By mid-day Satur- 
day the total number of enemy 
planes downed since the initial 
landing had risen to 29. 

Capture and improvement of the 
air strip would give the Allies an- 
other hopping-off point for aerial 
attacks on the Japanese base at 
Rabaul, 260 miles northeast of 
Arawe. Allied planes already have 
struck at Rabaul from newly won 
bases in the Solomons. 

Fighter Raid on Rabaul. 

The first all-fighter sweep over 
Rabaul in the war was made Fri- 
day by South Pacific flyers under 
Adm. William F. Halsey. 

Halsey's spokesman said the 80 
planes came from “various South 
Pacific bases,” but reports from 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur's advance 
headquarters indicated at least 
part of them came from the new 
air strip on Bougainville’ss Em- 
press Augusta Bay, 250 airline 
miles from Rabaul. 

Halsey’s spokesman said the raid 
served its purpose—to stir up the 
Japanese fighter planes. Forty 
Zeros rose. Six were shot down 
and two American fighters were 
missing. 

Troops Supplied By Alr. 

Concentrated artillery fire sup-

Bougainville Fighting. 

On Bougainville Island, last 
major Japanese holding in the 
Solomons, American forces with 
artillery support continued to 
press their drive for higher ground 
overlooking their eight-mile beach- 
head. 

Marine Maj. Gen. Allen Turnage, 
Wide Water, Va., told Sgt. Ted 
Link, St. Louis, a Marine combat 
correspondent, that “We estimate 
artillery has accounted for 50 per 
cent of the Japanese casualties, 
with infantry accounting for the 
other 50 per cent. Our artillery 
fire landed right on the enemy 
line time and again.” 

In one barrage, more than 5200 
rounds were fired for a new high 
in South Pacific artillery bombard- 
ment. 

In the mid-Pacific, Army and 
Navy flyers teamed up to raid the 
Japanese-held Marshall Islands, 
hitting at Mill, Kwajalein, Jaluit 
and Ebon atolls, destroying six 
Zeros and possibly sinking two 
small transports.

It said the Red 
Army had cracked German posi- 
tions on a 50-mile front to a depth 
of 18 miles, routed three German 
infantry and one tank division and 
destroyed or captured huge quan- 
tities of war material. 

Gilmore said one of the most sig- 
nificant features of the break- 
through is the factor that the 
Reds are now but little more than 
200 miles from Riga. Between the 
advanced positions and Riga run 
two main trunk railways which 
the Germans use for supplying the 
whole Leningrad and Northwest 
fronts. These now are within strik- 
ing distance. 

The new offensive, Gilmore add- 
ed, also diverted the Germans 
from their push west of Kiev and 
should halt the huge reinforce- 
ments which they had been pour- 
ing to this front. 

Drive Toward East Prussia, 

The very name of the striking 
forces given in the communique— 
Gen. Ivan Bagramian’s troops of 
“the First Baltic Front”—indicated 
Soviet intentions. 

Military men in London hailed 
the new drive because it is the 
most direct toward Germany prop- 
er, East Prussia being a little leas 
than 300 miles west of the Nevei 
sector.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al-

MINORITY FIGHTS TO KEEP 
RENEGOTIATION LAW INTACT: 


Senators on Committee Expected to File Dis- 
sent to Series of Exemptions Granted 
Industrialists. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
A minority of the Senate Finance 
Committee, convinced that the war 


torn to shreds by changes adopted 
over their protests, was reported 
today to be planning a dissenting 
report. 

A broad series of amendments 
to the renegotiation act was writ- 
ten into the pending $2,284,000,000 
tax bill by the House, and the Sen- 
ate committee went even further. 

The changes are expected to be 
explained in, the majority report 
tomorrow, just before Congress 
quits for the holidays. 

Senator LaFollette (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, and Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, were reported to be 
among those dissatisfied with the 
amendments. 

Administration lieutenants indi- 
cated that President Roosevelt 
might make an issue of the matter 
if Congress finally agrees to the 
provisions, most of which were 
urged by industrialists in open 
hearings. The leaders had no ink- 
ling whether he would veto the 
tax bill to kill the renegotiation 
amendments, 

The Finance Committee wrote 
in a clause completely exempting 
from renegotiation all contracts 
and subcontracts for “standard 
commercial articles.” Since such 
articles were defined generally as 
identical to those sold for civilian 
or commercial use prior to Jan. 1, 
1940, it was believed that contracts 
for such things as blankets, lum- 
ber, bolts, electric motors, etc., 
would become final, and not sub- 
ject to repricing by the Govern- 
ment, 

Another Senate committee 
amendment exempts construction 
contracts, let under competitive 
bidding. The House had written 
exemptions for contracts covering

agricultural and dairy products. 
In any case, if a contract involves 
less than $500,000 a year, it would 
not be subject to . renegotiation 
under the amended bill. The pres- 
ent minimum is $100,000. 

Further, a new central price ad- 
justment board, to be established 
under the act, would be required, 
in determining whether a contrac- 
tor’s profits are excessive, to give 
due consideration to his Federal 
taxes and the cost of reconverting 
his plant to peacetime uses. 

Proponents of the changes assert 
the renegotiation law has about 
outlived its usefuless. 

“If our Government officials 
haven't learned to write a proper 
contract in two years of war they 
ought to give up,” said one Re- 
publican Senator. 

Congressional sources conceded 
that the Treasury would lose 100 
million dollars by the inability to 
complete action on the tax bill 
before Christmas, in time for 
greater levies to become effective 
on so-called luxuries by Jan. 1.

House Group Acts to Re-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
Concessions to railroad workers in 
some form other than additional 
fiat increases in basic wages are 
under consideration as _ possible 
measures to avert a threatened 
mationwide rail strike beginning 
Dec. 30, 

A mediation conference which 
began around President Roose- 
welt's desk yesterday moved to the 
White House cabinet room and 
adjourned nearly five hours later 
without a “final agreement,” but 
the conferees planned further dis- 
cussions tomorrow morning. 

_ A variety of concessions for the 
@perating brotherhoods were sug- 
gested and are under study, but ap- 


parently none of these has crystal- 
lized to the point where any agree- 
ment may be expected immediate- 
ly. One participant remarked that 
tomorrow's meeting will be “only 
the beginning.” 

Chiefs of the five operating 
brotherhoods will be joined then 
by their executive committee, a 
group of 35 to 45 leaders who are 
being called from Chicago. The 
carriers were represented at the 
conference by 15 spokesmen from 
all parts of the country. Alongside 
the President were War Mobiliza- 
tion Director James F. Byrnes and 
Stabilization Director Fred M. Vin- 
son. 


“Clearer Understanding.” 


A White House statement said 
only that the conference contribut- 
ed to a “clearer understanding” of 
the issues. 

Concessions to the rail workers 
might take the form of paid vaca- 
tions, more liberal overtime, or 
layover expenses for such periods 
as the men who ride the trains 
incur when they lay over for a 
day at a terminal away from home. 
Such expenses are reckoned at 
more than $500 a year per man. 

An emergency board which 
heard the case of the operating 
groups last summer was divided 
in its recommendation. The ma- 
jority recommended a 4% per cent 
increase, which amounts to about 
4 cents an hour. They expressed 
the belief that more was justified 
but they felt impelled to adopt 
Vinson's interpretation of the sta- 
dilization program and allow only 
what was permissible under the 
Little Steel formula. The minority 
member of the board, however, 
recommended 7% per cent. The 
brotherhoods had asked for a 30 
per cent increase, or $3 a day, 
whichever was greater. 

There is ample precedent under 
the stabilization program for con- 
cessions other than basic wage in- 
creases, which are the only kind of 
increase calculated under the Little 
Steel formula. 

The War Labor Board repeatedly 
@ranted such concessions, the most 
notable being the coal case in 
which the WLB increased the min- 
ers’ vacation payment from $20 a 
year to $50 a year and gave them 
certain free tools and equipment 
estimated to be worth 25 cents a 
day. Payment to the miners for 
underground travel time after 40 
hours a week also was not charged 
against the Little Steel formula, 


House Committee Action. 


The House Interstate Commerce 
Committee initiated action today 
to take all rail labor wage cases 
away from Vinson, a key figure 
in the two current, but wholly 
separate, railway wage disputes. 

The committee, considering the 
Senate-passed resolution to give 
nonoperating rail workers an eight 
cents an hour general increase 
over Vinson’s veto, named a sub- 
committee to draft an amendment 
exempting all settlements reached 
under the Railway Labor Act from 
the Stabilization Act. This is the 
act under which Vinson functions. 

Action on the amendment, and 
the resolution proper, went over 
until after the congressional 
Christmas recess, ending Jan. 10.

Chief Surgeon of A. E. F. Says Health of 
Yanks Is Excellent—St, Louisan Had Haz- 
ardous Trip Getting Out of Manila. 


Brig. Gen. Percy J. Carroll of 
St. Louis, who has been chief sur- 
geon of the American Expedition- 
ary Force in Australia, returned 
home today for the first time since 
the outbreak of war in the Pacific. 

Gen. Carroll will be here for.sev- 
jeral days, at the home of his wife,

boulevard, 

He reported that the health of 
American troops in the South Pa- 
cific area is excellent, in spite of 
climatic and other conditions 
which are quite different from 
what they were accustomed to at 
home. “Their health is much bet- 
ter than the general health of the 
troops in France during the last 
war,” he said, 

He said the sulfa drugs, blood 
plasma and the new drug, peni- 
cillin, were largely responsible for 
the favorable state of the troops’ 
health, and the high percentage of 
recovery from battle wounds. 

Although he has 
United States only two or three 
days, Gen. Carroll said it was 
quickly apparent to him that the 
people in America “haven’t got 
their minds on the war as have 
the people of Australia, where 
women, old men and just about 
everybody is going all-out in the 
war effort.” 

Good Treatment Surprises Japs. 

A number of Japanese prisoners 
who are receiving treatment in 
United States Army hospitals in 
Australia and elsewhere in_ the 
South Pacific, seem to be confused 
about the good attention they are 
receiving, and many of them have 
said they do not want to return to 
Japan, he said. 

“The Japanese soldiers, when 

they are first brought in, are 
sullen and frightened,” he said. 
“They expect to be shot or tor- 
tured, but then perhaps an Amer- 
ican soldier in the next bed offers 
a cigarette. When they see they 
are getting good medical atten- 
tion, they are astounded, then they 
want to pay us back by doing 
work around the hospitals, when 
they become able to work.” 
Gen. Carroll related the story of 
the dramatic voyage of an old in- 
ter-island freighter, the Mactan, in 
which he evacuated 225 American 
wounded from Manila to Australia 
when the Philippine capital fell to 
the Japanese. 

“The ship was so old and rusty 
that we were told later that we 
could have pushed our feet through

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
The Byrd Economy Committee 
wants to recall some of the large- 
scale spending authority that has 
been extended to the Army, Navy, 
Maritime Commission and War 
Shipping Administration, 

The committee estimated in a re- 
port yesterday that these four 
agencies now have 186 billions in 
unexpected balances from appro- 
priations (strictly on paper, not in 
cash) and would like to cancel out 
as much of this unused total as is 
not required to further prosecution 
of the war. A bookkeeping opera- 
tion, the plan would not involve 
any actual transfer of money. 

Calling for a general Government 
belt tightening to meet direct war 
expenditures running “well over 
eight million an hour,” the commit- 
tee outlined specific steps it said 
would be taken to cut to a mini- 
mum all expenditures not implic- 
itly furthering the war effort, 

Nonwar ExpenGcitures, 

Foremost was an investigation 
of “the large appropriations for the 
continuance of normal peacetime 
and nonwar activities, which have 
been placed in the category of war 
activities.” 

The group declared in its report 
that of the $186,785,383,797 in un- 
expended balances to the credit of 
the four big war agencies last Sep- 
tember, some 92 billion was entire- 
ly unobligated and available for 
further expenditure. The commit- 
tee chairman is Senator Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia. 

The War Department had the 
largest unspent balance, $118,909,- 
963,187. It was followed by the 
Navy Department with $58,609,475,- 
565, the Maritime Commission with 
$6,675,595,0388 and the War Ship- 
ping Administration with $2,590,-

Other Tasks. 

Asserting it is “imperative that 
every effort be made to stream- 
line the Federal Government,” the 
committee set these other tasks for 
itself: 

Continued efforts to eliminate 
400,000 or more nonessential em- 
ployes from the Federal civilian 
pay roll, which reached a peak of 
3,095,463 last June. 

Examination of Government- 
owned corporations to ascertain 
whether their loan policies are ad- 
visable. 

Renewed attempts to reduce 
needless travel and communication 
expenses. 

Elimination of “duplicating and 
useless functions within the De- 
partment of Agriculture,” especial- 
ly the separate functioning of some 
20 agricultural lending agencies 
and Allied groups. 

Careful examination of “all new 
adventures and commitments in 
public works and similar costly 
government programs.” 

Scrutiny of what the committee 
asserted was “the failure of the 
Civil Service Commission to exe- 
cute a sufficiently intensive Fed- 
eral manpower utilization pro- 
gram.”

WLB Summons Heads of 
ITU to Give Accounting 
—Orders Workers to 
Return to Jobs, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board today direct- 
ed top officers of the Internation- 
al Typographical Union (independ- 
ent) to appear at a hearing 
Wednesday to tell why members of 
their union are “authorized or per- 
mitted or encouraged” to strike or 
slow down. 

The board, which had been con- 
sidering such action for some time, 
acted after certification of a wage 
dispute between the union and 
Washington newspaper publishers. 
Although they have not formally 


called a strike, the printers have 
either tied up or crippled publi- 
cation of all Washington dailies by 
ordering a continuous session of 
union members, 

The board ordered the printers to 
return to work immediately and 
summoned their representatives 
and the publishers to a hearing 
late today to determine the cause 
and effect of the dispute. The 
board, however, said it would not 
adjudicate the merits until nornfal 
operation is resumed. 

Affected by the dispute, growing 
out of new contract negotiations 
betWween the Washington Publish- 
ers’ Association, and the Columbia 
Typographical Union, No. 101, were 
the Washington Post (morning); 
the Times Herald, publishing in 
both morning and afternoon fields, 
the Evening Star, and the Wash- 
ington News (afternoon), serving 
some 625,000 readers. 

The Post managed to issue a 

morning edition of 10 pages with 
a few typographers who were on 
duty. 
The Times-Herald also issued a 
10-page morning paper, using ma- 
terial already in type on inside 
pages and with a front page put 
together by typewriting the most 
important stories, photographing 
them, and “plating” the page. 

As the day waned without any 
afternoon editions going to press, 
the four newspapers joined in spon- 
soring news broadcasts over local 
radio stations. 

J. R. Manbeck, president of the 
local union, said the printers were 
demanding an increase amounting 
to $1.33 a day with an hourly min- 
imum of $1.65%. The printers said 
they were entitled to that increase 
under the Little Stee] formula. The 
present minimum is $1.47. The pub- 
lishers have offered $1.57, or $11 a 
day for a 7-hour day, and $12 for 
a 77-hour night.

Hisaes to Benefit 


In Ration Rules for Restaurants 


by OPA Change 


Food Allotments to Be Based on Number of 
Persons Actually Served Meals and 
Not Merely Refreshments. 


WASHINGTON, Dec™20 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
outlined today its new rationing 
program for commercial and insti- 
tutional eating establishments and 
announced it would go into effect 
March 1 on a nationwide basis. 

The principal change is in the 
method of allotting food rations to 
these eating places, including res- 
taurants, hotels and soda counters. 

At present, the allotment is 
based on the total number of cus- 
tomers served.+ The new program 
requires separate counts of those 
served food and those who pur- 
chase refreshments only, such as 
alcoholic or soft drinks, ice cream, 
coffee and milk. 

Only servings of food will be con- 
sidered in the new computation of 
rations. Allotments for refresh- 
ment uses will be handled sepa- 
rately. — 

Asserting alternatives to the 
plan are collection of ration cou- 
pons in restaurants or standard- 
ized meals, Price Administrator 
Chester Bowles said: 

“The new plan certainly isn’t 
perfect, but some industry people 
who have worked with us seem to 
agree that it is a great deal more 
sensible and fair for both restau- 
rant owners and families who nor- 
mally eat at home.” 

Bowles said the program will 
eliminate “many inequalities” by 
reducing the rations of eating 
places where food is nat the prin- 
cipal commodity sold, This will 
not increase the ratio of estab- 
lishments serving mainly food, but 


will add to the home supply. 

To put the program on a cur- 
rent basis when it goes into effect, 
proprietors of eating places will 
get a two-week reserve supply o 
food between Feb. 15 and 29. This 
will result from issuance of allot- 
ments on the first of every second 
month, rather than on the fif- 
teenth as at present. 

In preparation for recomputa- 
tion of allotments under the new 
program, all eating places will be 
required to keep separate records 
of their service of food and re 
freshments beginning Jan. 1. This 
will include both dollar revenue 
and number of persons served. 


Proprietors are also required to 
report to their local rationing 
boards, by Jan. 15, the same in- 
formation for December, 1942, to- 
gether with the amount of ra- 
tioned foods served for purpose of 
refreshments only. Estimates will 
suffice if records are unavailable. 

Certain blends of tea in one- 
pound or half-pounde containers 
will cost less at retail as a result 
of maximum prices established for 
packers. 

The War Food Administration 
recently authorized use of such 
packages. Previously, tea could 
be sold packaged only in 4-ounce 
and 1%-ounce containers, or tea 
bags. In large containers of Cey- 
lon, Travencore and India blends, 
the price reduction will be at the 
rate of 3 cents a pound in pound 
packages and 2 cents a pound in 
half-pound packages.

“A Great Bombardment.” 

“The Innsbruck railway yards 
were subjected to a great and ac- 
curate bombardment,” said . the 
Allied communique from Algiers.

Mediterranean-based planes 
pounded rail communications at 
Foligno, Peruoia and Arezzo in 
Central Italy, the Terni railway 
junction, and harbors and ship- 
ping in the Adriatic and off Italy’s 
west coast — including Civita- 
vecchia, northwest of Rome, Pas- 
man Island in the Adriatic and 
the Yugoslav port of Split. 

German fighter opposition was 
especially strong at Innsbruck. A 
dispatch from Algiers quoted an 
observer on. a Fortress, Capt. 
Philip M. Phillips, Yakima, Wash., 
as saying, “the fighters came in 
s0 close you could practically reach 
out and touch the pilots.” 

“They came at us from every 
angle,” he said, “mostly peeling 
out of the sun and _ shooting 
through the formation. Some 
came in three abreast, some up- 
side down and some came in spin- 
ning in line astern. 

“I’ve never seen anything like it 
before.” 

The Cairo radio said the Amer- 
icans scored many direct hits on 
the railroad station at Innsbruck 
and that several large hotels were 
destroyed by flames which swept 
ereas of the town.

Teaching of Rosenberg. 


“T was taught that all other na- 
tions and races are lower and 
should be exterminated. This was 
impressed upon me by such teach- 
érs as Hitler, Rosenberg (Alfred 
Rosenberg, Hitler’s Nazi philoso- 
pher) and Himmler (Heinrich 
Himmler, chief of the Gestapo) 
who in the same way educated the 
whole German people. From these 
same sources came the renewed 
thesis of the propaganda that the 
Russian nation is uncultured and 
not a valid government, Thus 
they taught us. 

“During the total mobilization I 
was sent to the front. When I 
reached the Eastern front I saw 
that in all these sentences of Hit- 
ler, Rosenberg and others there 
was not a single word of truth. 

“I am convinced that on the 
Eastern front the German Army 
does not have the slightest idea 
about any international conven- 
tions, laws or etiquette. The law 
is that everything is fixed by the 
German high command, and that 
I had nothing to do but follow its 
orders. 

“I found something else here— 
that under the banner of death and 
brutality is a system which can- 
not be correct. I appreciate that 
extermination of such a situation 
will be a just act.” 

Two Others Also Heard. 


Ratzlaw also admitted guilt in 
his final statement, pleaded sub- 
mission to “orders of my supe- 
riors” and begged for a chance to 
return to Germany and “open the 
eyes of the German péople to the 
falsity of Hitlerite propoganda.”

The 
Germans, returning the next day, 
shot all the soldiers they could 
find. | 

A Professor Katov: One badly | 
wounded soldier was nailed to the’ 
side of a building. German sol- 
diers laughted while one took pic- 
tures. 

Witness Besplaov, who lived in 
Sokolniki Park in Kharkov: He 
watched the execution of “a thou- 
sand people,” brought to prepared 
trenches and forced to undress de- 
spite bitter cold.

enormous ditch. For three days 
they sent people to this ditch. 
Among them were crying children 
clinging to their mothers’ hands. 
Some people were desperate, They 
would spit in their torturers’ faces 
and try to attack them with their 
bare fists, Sometimes the Ger- 
mans threw these people into the 
ditch, then pitched hand grenades 
on them. Other times they just 
shot them down as the children 
clung to their parents.” 

Bulanov, requestioned at _ this 
point, confirmed this testimony, 
and said he drove some.of the 
trucks taking the victims to the 
park. 

A Russian physician, Lipetsk, 
said the Germans shot all the 
wounded and sick men in one hos- 
pital when he refused to obey the 
Nazis’ demand that he poison all 
the wounded. 


Allied Council’s Problem. 


The Kharkov trial and convic- 
tions pointed up the question, now 
before the United Nations Com- 
mission for Investigation of War 
Crimes sitting in London, of who 
is a war criminal—the individual 
who actually pulled the trigger, 
his superior officer who ordered 
it, or both. So far the Russians 
have not participated in sessions 
of the commission, which has met 
twice informally in London's law 
courts and has another meeting 
scheduled next month. It is not 
yet officially organized. |

We did that sev- 
eral times this year. Suppose your 
team is three or four touchdowns 
ahead and there is a chance you 
might injure good men? It’s folly 
not to kick out of bounds and give 
the opponent the ball at the 35. 

“Personally, I prefer’ kicking 
straght away and socking ‘em 
around the goal line. We often 
did that during the season. That's 
the best defensive play—a hard 
tackle at the goal line.”

SHIP GUN PRACTICE 
CREATES WAR SCARE 
ALONG WEST COAST 


Canadian Merchantman Iden- 
tified as Source of Shells 
After Aerial Search. 


OTTAWA, Dec, 20 (AP).—Tar- 
get practice by a Canadian mer- 
chantman off the west coast of 
Vancouver island threw military 
establishments on the Pacific into 
turmoil Saturday night. 

Not until early yesterday was the 
gource of the shells, which landed 
near a small cape between Tofino 
and Port Hardy, definitely identi- 
fied. 

In the meantime, planes’ had 
been dispatched to scour nearby 
waters for hostile craft and leave 
for military personnel was can- 
celled.

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DEEP 1944 NEWSPRINT 
CUTS ORDERED BY WPB 


Saving of 1,250,000 Tons 
Sought, to Balance Pro- 
duction and Use. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
The War Production Board today 
ordered deep cuts in the 1944 use 
of paper by newspapers, maga- 
zines, book publishers and com- 
mercial printers. 

The restrictions are designed to 
pave 1,250,000 tons of paper in 1944. 
Consumption of paper has been 
running far ahead of pulp produc- 
tion, the WPB said. The new or- 
der will reduce consumption to 
match the estimated production 
rate and preserve present inven- 
tory reserves, which the WPB said 
are dangerously low. 

In all of the graphic arts indus- 
tries, the reductions ordered fol- 
low recommendations made by the 
industry advisory committees. 

The newspaper publishing indus- 
try’s total allotment of paper in 
the first quarter of 1944 will be re- 
duced 23.6 per cent, to effect a 
saving of 205,709 tons from the 
869,296 tons used by the industry 
in the first quarter of 1941, the 
base period for estimating alloca- 
tions. 

As recommended by the News- 
paper Advisory Committee on Nov. 
17, details of which were published 
Nov 18-19, reductions in use were 
ordered on a sliding scale which 


places the heaviest cuts on larger | 


papers. 
Newspaper quotas will be calcu- 


lated on a base representing the 
tonnage used in printing net paid 
circulation in the corresponding 
quarter of 1941, plus a 3 per cent 
allowance for production spoilage. 
In an important amendment to 
prior quota orders, the base will 
be adjusted for each newspaper to 
compensate for circulation 
creases in 1942 over 1941. This 
amendment, the WPB reported, 
will remove the basis for a ma- 
jority of appeals for additional 
newsprint which have become a 
serious administrative problem.

Moved Through Murderous, Interlocking Fire 
From Nazi Mortars and Machine Guns 
Hidden in Caves — Not a Building Left 


Whole in Town.

SAN PIETRO, Italy, Dec. 18 (Delayed) (AP)-

In all of the fighting from the 
beaches of Salerno to the Garig- 
liano River, none has been _ so 
packed with drama and heroism 


as that of this 48-hour span, nor) 


has any been so costly in Ameri- 
can lives as the battle for San 
Pietro which ended today when we 
walked through “death valley” to 
reach this pile of misery and rub- 
ble that once was a town. 

The Americans walked into this 
battered, filthy, stinking little town 
at the bottom of Mount Samucro 
to find the enemy had pulled back 
toward Cassino, giving up a key 
position in the winter line which 
the Nazis had hoped to hold for 
weeks longer. 

Although the town fell yesterday 
when advance guards entered on 
the heels of the retreating enemy, 
its capture was recorded as of to- 
day. 


A Name to Remember. 

The name of San Pietro will be 
remembered in American military 
history along with such names as 
Fondouk, Bizerte, Tunis, Gela, 
Troina, Salerno and Naples. The 
name of this little village will nev- 
er be forgotten by the American 
soldiers who took part in the bat- 
tle for it. 

We picked our way with a pa- 
trol and first aid men through 
fields ripped by mortars and shells 
and the still bodies of doughboys. 
The fierceness of the fighting was 
written in those fields and in 
jagged piles of masonry in the 
town. 

Neither Tobruk, nor Bizerte, nor 
Battipagiia, nor Troina were as 
ripped and torn and pulverized by 
explosives as this gray little town 
overlooking the valley approaches 
to Cassino. 

The Americans call it “death 
valley” because death was on the 
rampage for 48 hours as_ they 
stormed this enemy fortress ringed 
by fortifications, dug into the ter- 
raced slopes commanding the Lirt 
valley. Before the United States 
Fifth Army could advance along 
the road to Rome, this fortress 
had to be reduced. 


Machine Guns in Caves. 

The battle began three days ago 
when the Americans attacked at 
midday behind a heavy artillery 
barrage. Casualties were heavy 
and some companies lost all their 
officers, either killed or wounded. 

While one group worked its way 
slowly along the slopes of the 
mountain from the east in the face 
of heavy fire, another attacked 
from the south out of the valley. 
Both ran into murderous fire from 
enemy machine guns and mortars 
hidden in the caves. 

One company, led by Capt. 
Charles Beacham, San _ Antonio, 
Tex., reached the edge of the town 
in the first drive but had to with- 
draw in the face of direct fire. 

After two company commanders 
were either killed or wounded, 
Second Lt. Eben C. Bergman of 
Clifton, Tex., took over their com- 
mands, reorganized the troops and 
led them back into the fight. He 
took his men deep into the Ger- 
man lines but had to draw back 
again when he had only seven 
riflemen left. 

Held off in the first assault, the 
troops prepared for another at- 
tack. 


Interlocking Enemy Fire. 

“We ran into a veritable nest 
of machine-gun positions,” said a 
Colonel from Texas. “They had 
built emplacements into the hills 
with interlocking bands of fire 
and the positions were protected 
by barbed wire and fields of anti- 
personnel mines.” 

This Colonel added, “we could 
have penetrated the Germans’ out- 
side line of defense in the first 
assault if we had wanted to pile 
up bodies until the troops would 
have to walk over them. But we 
try to save aS Many men as pos- 
sible.” 

When the attack began, the 
Colonel happened to have a tele- 
phone to his ear and he could 
hear the men in line calling for 
artillery fire, yelling, “my God, 
when are we going to get artil- 
lery support?” 

Within five minutes the artil- 
lery was laying down a_ barrage 
and mortars were firing into reg- 
istered targets to help beat off 
the enemy.

‘Rufus the Loudmouth.’ 

While the fight was raging on 
the lower slopes, an equally fierce 
engagement was taking place on

“Rufus the Loudmouth” the 
doughboys call this 220-pound, 
barrel-chested, former athlete from

Cleghorn has a foghorn voice 
and during the heat of battle he 
climbs on the highest rock, shout- 
ing curses at the enemy, scream- 
ing insults and throwing rocks 
and hand grenades. The first day 
he and his men there beat off 
seven counterattacks. 

The slopes of the mountain were 
strewn with German dead, mowed 
down as they attempted to retake 
the heights... 

“Those boys used 60 boxes of 
grenades in about a week,” said 
Capt. William R. Lynch, Hunts- 
ville, Tex., who had charge of see- 
ing that they received ammuni- 
tion and food supplies. “That’s 


about 2000 grenades or the num-. 


ber a division would normally use 
in the combat period. Besides the 
grenades, they used three times 
the number of mortar shells they 
would normally expend.” 

Yesterday afternoon at exactly 
6:53, the Germans below on the 
slopes came out of their cages and 
dugouts to make a counterattack. 
The battered, weakened dough- 
boys, trying to join their comrades 
on the peaks, madea stand and 
fought off three attempts to break 
their lines. Nobody knew it at the 
time but that was the last desper- 
ate stab of the enemy. 


Recommended for Promotion. 

For his cool, daring leadership 
in organizing the defense and en- 
couraging the men under intense 
fire, 31-year-old Lt. Henry C, 
Bragaw, Wilmington, N. C., Iike 
Cleghorn, is being recommended 
for battlefield promotion. 

Bragaw is a slender, soft-voiced 
Southerner who was a horticul- 
turist on a North Carolina planta- 
tion before the war. He sports a 
fierce red handlebar mustache 
which is his identification with the 
troops. 

“Bragaw Wags a cool one,” a 
Colonel said. “He stayed in there 
in the hottest part of the fight to 
keep the men organized and their 
spirits up.” 

Other officers praised Maj. 
David Frazior, Houston, Tex., who, 
they said, “had done everything 
from chunk grenades to direct ar- 
tillery fire.” 

Supplying these troops was a 
tremendous problem and it re- 
quired two men carrying supplies 
to keep one man in the line fight- 
ing. Cooks, clerks, drivers and 
other rear area troops were draft- 
ed to carry supplies up the moun- 
tain. 

Each man would carry a box of 
rations or a can of water plus a 
bandolier of ammunition, mail and 
grenades stuffed in his pockets. It 
took them seven hours to make 
the round trip and in some places 
they had to pull themselves up 
steep slopes hand over hand by 
ropes tied to trees or rocks. 

Battered by artillery and mortar 
fire, hammered by infantry attacks 
—and unable to pierce the Ameri- 
can lines—the Germans pulled back 
from the San Pietro defenses to- 
ward the Rapido River line be- 
fore Cassino. 


Missouri Officer in Action. 

Today, under gray skies we 
walked around a muddy trail to 
the edge of the valley where Lt. 
P. C. Hough of Fredericktown, 
Mo., had a company preparing to 
move in the direction of San Pie- 
tro. Foxholes dotted the olive 
grove and soldiers lounged near 
them, 

(Lt. P. C. Hough is the son of 
Mrs. E. T. Mallinckrodt of Fred- 
ericktown. His father was the late 
P. C. Hough. Lt. Hough was grad- 
uated from Fredericktown High 
School.) 

Two litter-bearers came up the 
trail carrying a soldier who had 
fallen in “death valley.” Hough 
watched them pass and slowly 
turned to follow their progress up 
the slippery path. 

“There goes my best friend,” he 
said simply. 

The slender Lieutenant, known 
to his troops as “the old man,” 
turned and tried to speak gruffly 
to his sergeant—but his voice was 
not gruff. 


Capt. Ralph Phelan of Waurika, 


Ok., commanding the medical unit, 
rubbed his hand through his red 
hair and said, “Come on. I’ll show 
you the way to San Pietro.” 

We climbed over a low stone 
wall and skirted the edge of the 
bank into the next broad field. 
Shells and mortars had gouged 
holes into the soft brown earth so 
that there were not 10 square yards 
in all that area unmarked by ex- 
plosives. The Germans methodical- 
ly had dropped their shells to cover 
almost every inch with shrapnel, 
Casualties Along Way. 

Against the bank lay a doughboy 
with his knees drawn up to his 
chest as though he had started to 
crawl up the bank.

reached the top. A few yards from 
him the earth was stained with 
blood. 

“There’s where my. buddy got 
his,” said Phelan tonelessly. 

And beyond were other Yanks— 
some of them looking as though 
they were sleeping peacefully— 
their. bodies in attitudes which re- 
minded me of children curled in 
slumber. But beside their hands 
were their rifles and on their back 
their combat packs. Litter-bearers 
soon would take them from “death 
valley.” 

We scrambled across a 30-foot 
deep ravine and found an old cob- 
blestoned pathway leading around 
a ridge to San Pietro. We walked 
slowly, watching for trip wire and 
mines. y 

At one place, the Germans had 
strung barbed wire across the 
trail, so Farnsworth Fowell of CBS 
climbed over and I started to fol- 
low when Homer Bigart of the 
New York Herald Tribune, cried, 
“Watch out!” 

Teller Mine and Tripwire. 

There in the. trail on the other 
side of the wire was a Teller mine 
with a threadlike tripwire at- 
tached to a ‘detonator. We stepped 
carefully over the wire and walked 
up a winding path to the edge of 
San Pietro. 

Along the side of the road were 
huge caves, dug into the hillside, 
‘Which the Germans had used as 
ammunition storage dumps, living 
quarters and gun positions. 

One was about 50 feet deep, 20 
feet high and 15 feet wide. 
Stacked inside were cases of am- 
munition, Next to it was a sim- 
ilar cave with its doorway barri- 
caded with heavy logs. 

Inside, the cave was littered with 
overturned beds and tables. On 
the floor were cots, clothing and 
equipment—and an American- 
made baseball glove. Scattered 
on the floor too were letters and 
I noticed they were written in 
English. I stuffed several into 
my pocket. 

Around a curve of the road were 
two Gen. Sherman tanks. In the 
attack on this fortress they had 
almost reached the town when 
they were hit by anti-tank fire. 
One had rolled to within 50 yards 
of the town when hit and then the 
Germans had blown out the bridge 
behind it. 


No Streets Left. 


We climbed across the rubble 
toward the center of the town. 
There were no streets. Stonemason- 
ry and debris were piled 10 feet 
high. You just walked across 
these piles of wreckage, sometimes 
in what was once a street and 
sometimes across what once was 
a house, 

How anyone managed to live 
through the bombardment of San 
Pietro defies the imagination. But 
as we climbed over the wreckage, 
men, women and children came 
crawling from cellars, caves and 
dark holes that had been their 
homes for days. They had terror 
stamped deep into their starved, 
thin, miserable faces, although 
they tried to cheer our entrance. 

They brought out strong red 
wine and forced glasses into the 
hands of PFC Albert O. Schempp, 
Pittsburgh, Pa. Pvt. Benjamin 
Sellect, Bay Shore, N. Y., and PFC 
James N. Moyer, Burnham, Pa. 
They did not have to force wine 
On me after that long climb. And 
then everybody gabbled at once 
until there was bedlam in that 
street of horrors. 

Not a house in San Pietro stood 
whole and undamaged and none 
I saw ever will be fit to live in. 
But the Germans had built their 
defenses around and in the town 
and the Americans had no choice 
but to beat the fortress to pieces. 


Populace Ragged, Hungry. 

Ragged, hungry men and women 
picked through the debris, trying 
to salvage some of their belong- 
ings—and over all that terrible de- 
struction was the odor of death— 
that nauseating odor of beaten, 
battered towns caught in the path 
of war. 

A young, barefoot mother, with 
her child nursing at her breast 
came to beg for food. But we had 
none. 

At the edge of that hell of 
wreckage we found the _ great 
church of the Archangel Michael, 
with its dome and ceiling smashed 
and debris piled high. In one 
niche in the wall was a figure of 
Saint Peter and below it a plaque 
saying this was a gift from San 
Pietro immigrants who had made

All the letters were from a 
young wife to her husband and al- 
most all of them ended the same 
way... “I love you and miss you 
greatly”... “I'll be glad when you 
are home, dear”... “You don’t 
realize how much I miss you.”

FASCIST LABOR 
GROUPS ABOLISHED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
Fascist labor syndicates in liberat- 
ed Italy have been abolished, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower reported to 
the War Department yesterday. 

Under a directive issued from 
Naples, the “fullest sanction” is 
given for “free organization of 
workers into unions of their own 
choosing,” the department said, 
adding that representatives of the 
new labor groups have expressed 
“their wish to co-operate with 
American and British workers in 
hastening the destruction” of the 
Axis. 

“The freeing of the Italian 
workers,” the department said, 
“was accompanied by a general in- 
crease in wages. Under Fascist 
rule wages had been near starva- 
tion level. 

“The pattern for the emancipa- 
tion of the Italian workers was set 
at the time of the Allied occupa- 
tion of Sicily when similar action 
was taken to wipe out the Fascist 
corporative societies and syndi- 
cates and to substitute a free labor 
movement, 

“It is the aim of the Allied Con- 
trol Commission to restore to the 
Italian workers, as rapidly as mili- 
tary developments permit, all of 
the rights taken away from them 
more than 20 years ago.”

16 Held in Plot 
For Anti-Allied 
Revolt in Sicily 


Fascist Youth Group, 
Young Woman F1- 
nancial Backer 
Await Trial.

IXTEEN young Italians, includ- 
S ing a wealthy 22-year-old wom- 

an and a poetry-dabbling youth 
of 19, are awaiting trial at Tra- 
pani, Sicily, on charges that they 
sought to sabotage the Allied war 
effort and re-establish secret Fas- 
cist cells, the American Counter- 
Intelligence Corps has disclosed, 

The girl, Maria d’Ali, a former 
Rome University law student who 
belonged to many Fascist youth 
organizations and was described as 
a member of one of the weaithiest 
families in Italy, was accused of 
financing the plot. Her father, 
who had a high rank in the Fascist 
party at Trapani, disappeared be- 
fore the Counter - Intelligence 
Corps broke up the group, 

The leader of the organization 
was identified as Cataldo Gram- 
matico, 19, a former section chief 
of’ the Gioventu Italiana del Lit- 
torio, Fascist youth organization, 
who expressed his hatred of the 
Americans and British in poetry. 
Authorities said he admitted hav- 
ing cut communication lines on 
two occasions, 

One of the accused, Pietro 
Cardillo, 28, who had been em- 
ployed as chief clerk of the Fascist 
organization in Trapani. since 
1939, was said to have confessed 
that the group planned an armed 
revolt, 

First indications that some anti- 
Allied organization had been 
formed in Trapani became appar- 
ent on Oct. 14, when mimeo- 
graphed bulletins were posted on 
the city walls, protesting against 
prevailing conditions, denouncing 
President Roosevelt and ending 
with the words, “Long live revo- 
lutionist Sicily.” The arrests re- 
vealed that the secret group was 
called, “The Committee of Those 
Faithful to Fascism.” 

An intelligence officer said the 
plot was discovered by a civilian 
informant of the corps, who wrote 
a note in imperfect English to the 
effect that the group had pre- 
pared an armed revolution for Oct. 
28, that it possessed large stores 
of arms and war material and had 
been in contact with Fascists by 
wireless. 

American agents conducted an 
extensive investigation and after- 
wards arrested Grammatico, Maria 
ad’Ali and 26 others, but 12 were 
later paroled for lack of evidence. 
Some of the accused carried copies 
of radio speeches by Adolf Hitler.

A Preventable Tragedy 


As the public learns the -circumstances that 
caused an Atlantic Coast Line train to go un- 
warned and to plow into the wreckage of an- 
other train, killing more than 70 persons, in 
North Carolina last Thursday, it becomes con- 
clusive that the time is here for a thoroughgoing 
investigation that will make this accident an ex- 
ample and a guide to the prevention of bloody 
mistakes on the railroads, 

The accounts given by the vice-president of 
the road, C. G. Sibley, and by Frank Belknap, en- 
gineer of the northbound train that struck the 
wreckage, do not satisfactorily answer the ques- 
tions that must arise in the minds of all of us 
who want to know how such a horrible and ap- 
parently avoidable catastrophe can occur and 
what can be done to prevent a similar catastrophe 
in the future. 

Sibley explained that the effort made to warn 
off the northbound train, after the wreck of the 
southbound, was as follows: The fireman, carry- 
ing a fusee (or signal torch) and a red lantern, 
walked in the direction from which the north- 
bound train would come. In the darkness, he 
slipped on the icy path and broke the fusee. He 
continued on his way, and attempted to flag the 
train with his lantern. 

The engineer said he first saw the headlight 
of the locomotive of the wrecked train when he 
was four miles away, but he had no indication 
that anything was amiss. He was not warned, 
he said, by torpedoes placed on the tracks to ex- 
plode when his engine passed over them. He 
said he was blinded by the locomotive headlights 
on his near approach and did not see the wrecked 
cars on his track until his engine was abreast 
of the other engine. Then, hideously late, he 
tried to apply hig brakes, but they would not 
work, he said. 


The measures taken to warn the approaching | 


train, in the 40 minutes’ time which the crewmen 
of the wrecked train had at their disposal, seem 
decidedly inadequate. Why did the conductor 
not make use of his engine to carry torpedoes at 
least three-quarters of a mile up the track and 
place one on each rail? Why could he not have 
dropped his flagman off the engine half a mile 
from the wreck, with a red lantern, a fusee and 
a red flag? The northbound engineer, running 
over the two torpedoes, would have been notified 
that something was wrong, and would have been 
put on the alert for further signals. His atten- 
tion thus sharpened, he could hardly have failed 
to notice so conspicuous an object as a fireman 
standing by the side of the track with a lighted 
fusee, a lighted lantern and a waving red flag. 
Why could not the headlights of the stockatill 
locomotive have been flickered, and why could not 
this be made an auxiliary meang of signaling 
“Keep away” in future wrecks? 

Why were not some such adequate measures 
taken? And why should the measures that were 
taken be accepted by the public as the best that 
could be done? Further information from the At- 
lantic Coast Line officials is very much in order, 
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A Nation’s Angry Conscience

odds against him than those who have sought to 
oppose the Green-Lucas bill.

Home-going Senators and Representatives, look- 
ing forward to a pleasant holiday, a gleaming 
Christmas tree, a halo of holly on the door, a 
cup of warm wine, good wishes from their friends, 
will find the “conscience of a great and jealous 
nation” roiled and indignant. They will find 
their constituents furious at the prospect of a 
soldier vote so hobbled by restrictions that it has 
no voice at all in the coming elections. 

They will find the Green-Lucas bill, which 
many thought had been relegated to the limbo 
occupied by certain other legislative sticks of 
democfatic dynamite, still fused and smoking, 
very much alive. 
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A German prisoner of war captured in Italy 
spoke with admiration and awe of the “wild men 
from Texas.” Shucks, and he’s probably never 
seen a friendly argument between natives of 
Fort Worth and Dallas. 


No Redistricting? 

A deal appears to be in the siiletate in the Con- 
stitutional Convention to dodge the problem of 
fair division of the State into senatorial districts. 

The notoriously gerrymandered districts estab- 
lished 42 years ago are to be left alone for an- 
other eight or 10 years, and perhaps indefinitely, 
if the present attitude of the convention prevails. 
Both Democrats and Republicans in the conven- 
tion seem to be afraid to tackle the job of redis- 
tricting along fair and equitable lines. They want 
to postpone the job for some other agency or 
official group at some time in the uncertain fu- 
ture, 

The inequity in the 34 senatorial districts as 
now established is well known. When three Dem- 
ocratic State officials laid out these districts in 
1901, they frankly arranged them so as to give 


a. 


the greatest advantage to their party. This meant 


the juggling of counties and city areas in a most 
outlandish gerrymander, with almost complete 
disregard for compactness and contiguity. 

Great population changes in these 42 years 
have served to accentuate the unfairness of this 
arrangement. An extreme example of the dis- 
tortion is found in comparison of the Twelfth 
District, which consists of five counties in the 
northeast part of the State having a total popula- 
tion of 45,718, with the Twenty-fifth District, 
which consists of St. Louis County and Franklin 


and Gasconade counties, with a population of 
320,512. 

The result is. the people of the more populous 
district actually have only one-seventh the repre- 
sentation in the Senate enjoyed by the less popu- 
lous district. 

Such maladjustment of democracy calis for 
speedy correction. The convention should deal 
courageously with it. 
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New Attitude Toward Yugoslavia 


A remarkable change in Allied policy toward 
Yugoslavia was disclosed yesterday in, a dispatch 
by Richard Mowrer from Cairo. Earlier in the 
war, Great Britain and the United States be- 
stowed their favors on King Peter and his Min- 
ister of War, Gen. Mihailovic, whose guerrilla 
bands took the field against the Nazis, while 
snubbing Gen. Josip (Tito) Broz and his Parti- 
sans, who from the beginning had the support of 
Russia. 3 : 

Now, it appears, young King Peter’s Govern- 
ment-in-Exile, while it still enjoys formal recog- 
nition, exists in a state of “suspended animation,” 
to use Mr. Mowrer’s phrase. He adds that “the 
British make no bones of the fact that they are 
supporting Broz’s setup inside Yugoslavia as a 
political and military earny of great assistance 
to the Allies.” 

Why has the change‘taken place? It is because 
Broz and his Partisans have steadfastly and fierce- 
ly fought the Nazis, winning important victories 
and paving the way for Allied invasion. It is 
also because, in all probability, the Allies have 
come to believe that the people of Yugoslavia look 
to a soldier on the field like Tito rather than to 
a distant monarch Who is not swinging a sword 
for the liberation of his country. A further rea- 
son for the Allied shift is that Mihailovic’s forces 
seem badly divided. Ugly charges have been 
brought that some of Mihailovic’s Generals have 
been willing to temporize, if not to collaborate, 
with the Nazis. 

The shift is all to the good. Wars are not won 
by edicts of absentee Kings, but by the sweat and 
blood of men on the field of battle. It is all to the 
good because the fact that Britain and America, 
on the one hand, and Russia, on the other, were 
backing different horses in Yugoslavia was. one 
of the issues which caused strained relations with 
Russia. 

The shift has been abrupt. Only last August 
Mr. Churchill at Quebec sent “a message of en- 
couragement” to the Kings of Greece and Yugo- 
slavia “whom we hope to see restored to their 
thrones by the free choice of their liberated peo- 
ples.” Hig statement caused no little alarm, It 
was under George of Greece that Premier Metaxas 
loosed his Fascist reign of terror before the 
war began, while the youthful King Peter was 
believed to be a political and military nonentity, 

Now George of Greece is in a royal doghouse 
and Peter's government, again to quote Mr, 
Mowrer, is living in “an fron lung.” 
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Sam Rayburn’s Mouthful 


In the House of Representatives the other day, 
Sam Rayburn dropped his gavel, descended from 
the Speaker’s rostrum to the well of the House 
and made a short, sharp, wise, hard-hitting 
speech in the manner of a man who has some- 
thing he must get off his chesj. We reprint 
part of it today in the Mirror of Public Opinion, 

We recommend a careful reading of it to the 
crah, grouse, complainer, fault-finder, seconde 
guesser, whiner, rumor-monger, viewer-with- 
alarm and whimperer. They need to be reminded 
once in a while—and Sam Rayburn has done it 
admirably—that this war is for keeps and, despite 
this, most of us in this country are a damn sight 
better off than the citizens of any other country 
in the world. 
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War News, a Fighting Force 
President Roosevelt was acting with a construc- 
tive purpose in mind when he took steps last 
week to prevent war news from again being pub- 


lished prematurely. Unfortunately, the means he 
chose for attaining the purpose—a blanket bar on 
advance issuance to the press and radio of any 
news with a war security value—is the opposite 
of constructive. 

The President made it plain enough, by im- 
plication, that his drastic action was a rebuke to 
Reuters, the British news agency, for jumping 
the release on news of the Cairo conference in a 
Lisbon dispatch, He not only absolved the Amer- 
ican press, but actually took occasion to praise 
it, in the statement that “we may all be proud 
that American newspapers, news agencies and 
broadcasters kept the faith ...” In effect, Mr. 
Roosevelt recognized the unjustness of his blanket 
penalty when he said that “it is most disappoint- 
ing that such loyalty should have to be penalized 
by failures elsewhere.” 

We do not believe that such loyalty does have 
to be penalized. It had long been a matter of 
pride with the American press that it was trust- 
ed with documents of state in advance, and that 
it had proved worthy of the trust. The Casablanca 
conference was the most wonderful kind of ex- 
ample of this fidelity to the confidence imposed 
in press and radio. That the confidence was 
violated by Reuters in the instance of -the Cairo 
conference is deeply regrettable, but the best 
course would seem to be for the British news 
agency to right the wrong by discharging the 
responsible employes who committed the breach 
of newspaper ethics. 

To bar all advance texts to press and radio, as 
the President has now done, will only make per- 
manent one of the ill effects of the premature 
release of the Cairo news. A major result of the 
Reuters dispatch was that the propaganda value 
of the news was weakened. The official news, 
when published later, became an anti-climax. The 
propaganda value is greatest when the story of 
the event can be told in its full impact. And to 
tell the story so, 
and radio to receive advance texts. President 
Roosevelt, who among all the heads of state in 
the world is one of the best informed on the tech- 
niques of public information, must know this as 
well as we do; and knowing it, he should seek 
some better corrective measure than his punitive 
and arbitrary action of last week. 
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John L. Lewis has signed a solemn two-year 
agreement not to strike again, or in any event 
not in the next three months, unless, that is, he 
decides otherwise. How about calling it a yes- 
and-no-strike agreement?

Speaker Rayburn says fears of Russian and British influence in 
postwar world are canards on American intelligence; declares those 
who sacrifice least complain most; the victory, he believes, will take 
the might and brain of every American—without any whining. 


From an Address by Representative Sam Rayburn of Texas, Speaker 
of the House; Reprinted From the Congressional Record 


Every day or every week somebody, some- 
where asks: “What is going to be done 
with this, that or the other little island 
after this war is-over?” “Is England go- 
ing to stride the world like a colossus?” 


I brand expressions like that as canards, 
not only upon the patriotism but upon the 
intelligence of those who will represent us 
when this terrible war is over. 


They ask, Is Russia going to Communize 
the world? Will that strange doctrine find 
root in American soil? It will only when 
the people of the United States are willing 
to accept Communism, and not until then. 


Is somebody trying to change our form 
of government, they ask; an insidious group 
somewhere? This form of government of 
yours and mine is not going to be changed 
until the people, exercising their intelli- 
gence and an unpurchasable ballot, vote to 
change it. 

Especially since the Patton affair, which 
was tragically unfortunate, the Army has 
not escaped whisperings. Of course, every- 
body knows that mistakes have been made. 
If in the Army they had had months to 
consider whether or not they would do a 
certain thing, some of the seeming mis- 


' takes might not have been made. Decisions 


had to be made, when you could not even 
wait overnight. 


Doing the Best They Can 


I fear that these men in the Army and 
in the Navy, if criticism goes on, and if 
they are called into the open to answer 
questions that many times should be asked 
in executive session, may themselves come 
to fear to make decisions upon which the 
fate of the nation may depend, 


These earnest men are using all their 
training, all their brains and all their pa- 
triotism to do this job well, and to do it 
as quickly as possible. If the Army and 
the @avy cannot run this war better than 
any civilian, then we should have done 
away with West Point and Annapolis a 
long time ago. . 

Another thing, ceilings for the other 
fellow but not for me; uncontrolled infla- 
tion on what I have to sell, but controlled 
prices .on what I am called upon to buy— 
that just will not work, 

Some people say, “Why send so many 
things across the ocean to other people?” 
I would rather send bullets and bread to 
the armies of the Allies to fight on their 
front than to have to send more of our 
boys to fight on all fronts. 


The people, in my opinion, who are com- 
plaining the most are the ones least justi- 


fied in complaining. I am wondering what 
sacrifice I have made, and I cannot think 
of a single one. 


Maybe I have been slightly inconveni- 
enced. Like the average American, I have 
had all the coffee I needed to drink and 
plenty of sugar to go into it. I have had 
enough gasoline to transact my essential 
business. 

I have eaten well and plenty, as has every 
other American citizen, and many of them 
are eating better today than they have ever 
eaten before, 


The people in this country who are mak- 
ing the greatest sacrifices are complaining 
the least. I think of the mother of six 
sons, a widow, in the district I represent. 
Every one of her sons is in the Army or 
in the Navy. She is not complaining, but 
has gone out to get herself a war job, 


Millions Who Are Sacrificing 


When I think of millions of other mothers’ 
sons who are in the Southwest Pacific, wad- 
ing in the mud and murk of vermin-infested 
islands, where if disease does not attack 
them, the murderous Jap is behind every 
stone, every stump and every tree; when 
I think of the sacrifice of these people, I 
would despise myself if I complained about 
my little inconveniences, 


Some people are complaining who have 
improved their position during this war. I 
hate to think of it, but as I do think it, I 
must say it: I think some groups in this 
country, at the expense of our unity in the 
war effort, are thinking more of their posi- 
tion after the war than they are of win- 
ning the war now. 

This war is not over by a great deal. The 
people of the United States are so geared 
that if we win a little island somewhere, 
they think the war is almost over. I can- 
not see anything in this situation, either 
in Europe or in Asia, that would cause me 
to believe it is going to be a short war.

Survey of Detroit Race Riot 
Has Lesson for Other Cities 


“Race Riot,”” by Altred McClung Lee and Norman 
Daymond Humphrey. (Dryden Press, New York.) 
Here is a book that should be studied 

carefully by at least 73 St. Louisans—the 

members of Mayor Kaufmann’s Inter-racial 

Committee—and should be read with seri- 

ous interest by all other citizens who are 

concerned over preserving and improving 
the city’s good record in this field. 

The book is first a detailed account and 
analysis of the Detroit race riot of last 
June, of which the authors were eye-wit- 
nesses. It also offers a program, based on 
Detroit’s experience and the view of many 
experienced authorities, for preventing sim- 
ilar outbreaks elsewhere, and for building 
permanently sound relations between the 
races. Mr. Lee, a former newspaper man, 
is chairman of the sociology department at 
Wayne University, Detroit. Mr. Humphrey, 
a former Detroit social worker and auto 
plant employe, is assistant professor of so- 
ciology at Wayne. 
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The record of the Detroit riot is a story 
of bungling and short-sightedness by vir- 
tually all authorities concerned, and of mis- 
takes on the part of both racial groups. 
The chain of events that resulted in loss 
of 34 lives and huge property damage goes 
far beyond June, 1943, however. There had 
been ample but unheeded warnings of just 
such trouble. The riot “came to Detroit 
as a shock, but not as a surprise.” 

The responsibility does not lie entirely 
on the hoodlums who did the shooting, stab- 
bing, looting and burning, the writers say. 
“We all did the rioting, all Detroiters and 
all Americans, in the sense that we have 
done little to diminish racial and religious 
intolerance in this country.” 

What can be done to prevent such out- 
breaks of violence? Committees alone are 
not the answer; Detroit had a promising 
Mayor’s committee 17 years before Bloody 
Monday. Surveys and recommendations are 
not enough, either. There must be “per- 
sistent and effective follow-through.”

These writers’ program, though somewhat 
beclouded at times by their professional jar- 
gon, has sound common sense behind it. 
They favor fact-finding, but insist that it 
be functional, be put to practical use. They 
stress “bi-racial experiences,” meaning 


_ workable adjustments and co-operation be- 


tween the groups to create a neighborly 
spirit. They look to a long-run program 
of better housing, recreational and employ- 
ment opportunities for the Negro, too often 
under-privileged in all these matters. 

In Detroit, wounded combatants waited 
peaceably side by side for hospital treat- 
ment. The Free Press printed a picture of 
bodies in the morgue with a quotation from 
John J. Ingalls: “In the democracy of the 
dead, all men at last are equal.” The writ- 
ers offer no comment on these tragic tron- 
ies, but the purpose of their book points 
out the lesson without sermonizing.

The late Alexander Woollcott had the gift 
of story-telling as well as the style to 
embroider and accent his narrative.

HE most repersentative Eng- 

lishman is not the military 
leader nor even the naval hero, 
nor the industrialist nor the trader, 
but always the poet. No British 
hero is a hero unless he combines 
with his exploits the power to dis- 
till the national soul. That, the 
function of the poet, has been the 
greatest function of Churchill. 


Nowhere in literature has this 
role of the poet been so described 
and affirmed as by the American 
poet, Walt Whitman, who, in his 
immortal introduction to the 1855 
edition of “Leaves of Grass” wrote 
an incomparable . description of 
just such a national poet as 
Churchill: 

“In war he is the most deadly 
force of the war. Who recruits 
him recruits horse and foot... . 
If the time becomes slothful he 
knows how to arouse it: He can 
make every word he speaks draw 
blood. . . . The times straying 
to infidelity he withholds by his 
steady faith. ... He sees eternity 
in men and women.... He does 
mot see men and women as dreams 
or dots. . .. He hardly knows 


If he 
breathed into anything that was 
before thought small, it dilates 
with the grandeur and life of the 
universe, . . . He is complete in 
himself. . . . The others are as 
good as he, only he sees it, and 
they do not. ... His love above 
all has leisure and expanse... . 
He leaves room ahead of himself.

He forms the 
consistence of what is to be from 
what has been and is. He is the 
voice and exposition of liberty. He, 
out of ages, is worthy the grand 
idea.

Father Kuhnmuench, head of the 
department of classical languages 
who was known affectionately to 
students and alumni as “The Old 
Roman,” died of pneumonia in St. 

He underwent 
a successful operation, Dec. 7 to 
sever a sensory nerve in his throat 
to relieve the pain of cancer. 

A member of the faculty of the 
university for more than 30 years, 
Father Kuhnmuench was charac- 
terized by Father Holloran as “one 
of the finest Latin teachers in the 
world. No man was so wrapped up 
in the school, His quiet influence 
and sympathetic and manly man- 
ner endeared him to a generation 
of St. Louis University men.” 


An editorial published Dec. 17 in 
the school’s weekly paper, the 
University News, said in part: 
“No member of the faculty in our 
time has erected so noble and so 
enduring a monument to his own 
memory. He never made the front 
page .. but in the hearts of 
thousands of Christian gentlemen 
his nam. is engraved deep as that 
of a priest, a scholar and en- 
tleman who did more to discover 
and develop the good that was in 
them than all the books and all 
the sermons that have ever been 
written.” 

In addition to his work in the 
classroom Father Kuhnmuench 
served for many years as a con- 
fessor at the College Church, where 
his wisdom and understanding 
drew troubled persons to him from 
mariy parts of the city. 

He was born in Milwaukee in 
1876 and following his graduation 
from Marquette -University there 
he entered, St. Stanislaus Semi- 
nary. He was ordained a priest 
in 1907 and assigned to St. Louis 
University in 1912, He was the 
author of “Early Christian Poets,” 
a work of original research used 
as a text book by many colleges. 
Father Kuhnmuench developed 
the student sodalities at the uni-— 
versity and originated and promot- 
ed the regular Friday morning 
mass for students and faculty. For 
25 years, until about four years 
ago when his illness forced him 
to retire from many activities, he 
was chaplain at the convent of the 
Helpers of the Holy Souls, 4012 
Washington avenue.

Norman H. Davis, chairman, an- 
nounced her resignation yesterday 
“with deep regret” but noted that 
Mrs. Davis will continue on the 
Red Cross governing board, 

The chairman added: 

“Mrs. Davis’ resignation is a 
great loss to the Red Cross, to 
which sh& has given conspicuous 
service. During her four and a 
half years she has created new 
services which are of inestimable 
benefit to our men in the military 
forces.” 

Mrs. Davis’ sphere included the 
Red Cross’ Motor Corps, blood 
plasma banks, canteen corps, camp 
council for service men, produc- 
tion of garments, kit bags and 
surgical dressings, volunteer | 
nurses aides and the home service, | 
which helps families of service. 
men. 

Mrs. Davis’ husband was Secre- 
tary of War under (President 
Coolidge, and her father, Paul Mor- 
ton, was Secretary of the Navy 
under President Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

In 1921 she was president of the 
Women’s National Republican 
Club and in 1930 she marshaled 
1,500,000 women to campaign for 
the repeal of prohibition. She was 
then Mrs. Charles H. Sabin; her 
first husband died in 1933, and she 
married Davis in 1936. 


Her husband, Col. David May, 
who died in 1927, founded stores 
in St. Louis, Los Angeles, Cleve- 
land, Baltimore, Denver and 
Akron, O. 

Mrs. May was born in Dayton, 
O. She is survived by a daughter, 
Mrs. Samuel Marx, Chicago; three 
sons, Morton, Thomas, vice-presi- 
dent of two Los Angeles stores, 
and Maj.

OVER SOLDIER VOTE 
FLARES UP AGAIN 


Guffey Says He Won’t Be 


Forced Out of Party|* 


Post — Byrd Demands 
He Be Replaced. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
The feud between the Senate’s 
Northern and Southern Democrats 
got its second wind today, Senator 
Guffey (Dem.), Pennsylvania, as- 
serting he would not be “forced 
out” as chairman of the party’s 
Senatorial Campaign Committee 
and Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
demanding that Guffey be replaced 
immediately. 

Guffey, who has offered his res- 
ignation, told a reporter that he 
was not going to be placed in the 
position of being ousted because 
of attacks that had been made on 
him for his charge that Southern 
Democrats had joined in an "un- 
holy alliance” with Republicans 
against the administration's serv- 
ice vote bill. 

“I don’t want the job,” said Guf- 
fey, “but I’m not going to be forced 
out.” 

Apprised of this, Byrd said he 
and other Southerners would take 
the initiative in bringing the issue 
before the Senate Democratic con- 
ference if Majority Leader Bark- 


ley does not act soon to supplant J 


Guffey. 
Outspoken on Stand. 

“We don’t want Guffey as chair- 
man,” Byrd declared. “He does 
not represent the majority of the 
Democratic members of the Senate 
and he has no right to speak for 


them. We want his resignation | 


‘acted upon.” 

Byrd criticised Guffey bitterly 
in the Senate Dec.7 and was joined 
at that time by Senator Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, who de- 
clared that, unless there was “an 
end of insults,” the Southerners 
could “form a Southern Democrat- 
ic party and vote as we please in 
the electoral college.” 

While this threat was concurred 
in later by Senator Smith (Dem.), 
South Carolina, Senator Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, said today he 
doubted that there would be any 
bolt. 

“President Roosevelt is the only 
Democrat who can be elected in 
1944,” said the Louisiana Senator, 
who has been a stanch adminis- 
tration supporter. “I don’t think 
any other Democrat has a chance.” 
Wants Wallace as F.D.R.’s Mate. 

Eliender said that, as far as he 
was concerned, he thought the 1944 
ticket ought to include Vice-Pres- 
ident Wallace as Roosevelt’s run- 
ning mate. 

“I don’t think we can improve on 
the ticket we had in 1940,” he 
added.

VERY human being, if it lives 
E long enough, whether male or 

female, boy or girl, goes 
through one great revolutionary 
cyclic life change. It is called 
puberty. 

Every female human being, if 
she lives.long enough, goes through 
another cycle, usually between the 
ages of 45 and 50—the menopause. 
Some male go through much the 
same thing. 

In response to numerous rTre- 
quests I will discuss these changes 
in the articles today and tomorrow.

IN THE FIRST PLACE it 
should be emphasized that these 
changes are perfectly natural. The 
life of every human being is con- 
ducted om three levels, not sharply 
separated but fused. The first is 
the level of nutrition—eating food 
for maintenance, energy and 
growth, The second is reproduction 
of successor members of the spe- 
cies. The third is the intellectual 
and spiritual level that surrounds 
the life work in the world—your 
occupation, your skills, your intel- 
lectual and emotional enthusiasms. 

The life cycles we are discussing 
affect primarily the reproductive 
level, but also they profoundly dis- 
turb the intellectual and spiritual 
level. . 

Puberty is the period when a 
girl or a boy leaves off the golden 
age of childhood, and begins to 
enter the age of manhood and 
womanhood. And nature signal- 
izes this by dowering them with 
the ability to oa their kind.

In both cases the 
fundamental change is the evolu- 
tion of the essential reproductive 
organs. 

But these changes are likely to 
be overshadowed in the changing 
individual by others. There is a 
rapid increase in growth—height 
and weight increase, At the age 
of 10 girls and boys are, on the 
average, about the same height. 
Between 10 and 14 the girls are 
a little taller than the boys. By 
the age of 15 the boys are taller 
than the girls and continue up to 
the age of 20 to maintain this in- 
crease, 

The general contours and con- 
stitution of the body is determined 
at this time. Whether you are thin 
or heavy, tall or short, whether 
your lines tend to go up and down 
or side to side can be discerned. 

The boy’s voice changes to a 
deep, manly, but not always per- 
fectly controlled note. He begins 
to wash his hands and face with- 
out prompting. His interest in 
neckties awakens. The girl sud- 
denly acquires coquetry — the 
sidelong glance from under the 
drooped eyelids, the quick get- 
away or false escape whenever a 
boy near her age approaches. But 
why should I catalogue them for 
you, my experienced reader? 

It being a perfectly natural 
process any treatment is usually 
unnecessary. Sometimes the girls 
need some extra iron, And very 
rarely some endocrine treatment 
may be indicated, One seldom sees 
any good results from endocrine 
treatment to increase height or 
reduce weight, but sometimes it 
works. The only treatment I stg- 
gest is psychological. It is almost 
more than some people can bear 
not to tease these changelings. 
But try to refrain. They are suf- 
fering enough.

Dry Skin Treatment

HE DRY skin has the mak- 
ings of real skin beauty if it 

is carefully treated, 
Dry skin may invite premature 
wrinkling, chapping and cracking. 


Evening or bedtime is the best 
time for cleansing the dry skin. 
Use a milk soap that agrees with 
your skin; warm water and baby- 
soft wash cloth. If the skin is very 
dry and tender, the lather may be 
rubbed in with the fingers instead 
of with the wash cloth. Not for 
you dry-skin gals is a rough cloth 
or brush, You can be thorough in 
your lathering, however, and take 
your time. Finish with a warm- 


water rinse, to remove all of the ’ 


soap. 

The dry skin usually needs the 
addition of oil, which may be sup- 
plied in the form of olive oil or 
cold cream, For very dry skins, 
a cream containing lanolin may be 
soothing. The cream or oil is ap- 
plied after the. evening face-bath, 
and is left on overnight, 


Next morning, with a soft cloth 
or tissue, wipe away all the re- 
maining oil. Then, if the face will 
tolerate it, gently bathe with warm 
water and soap; tender skins omit 
this. Always dry the skin thor- 
oughly and carefully by patting 
with a soft towel; * cream pow-

WASHINGTON, Sunday, Dec. 19. 


N Thursday afternoon of this 
week I had a tea party for the 
international students, who 
gather in this city to study at the 
various universities. Some of them 
are undergraduates, some of them 
in medical, law or business schools, 

At this party I usually hear my 
first Christmas carols. This year 
they began with “Silent Night, 
Holy Night,” which is known in 
many languages all over the world. 
These young people also sang a 
Spanish carol, which to my sur- 
prise, I could undertsand and sing 
with them. This gave me a sense 
of companionship and kinship with 
the South and Central American 
students. 

I wonder, if in every school in 
this country, the pupils couldn’t 
learn a Spanish or Portuguese 
Christmas carol for their next 
Christmas celebration. Perhaps, in 
every South and Central American 
country, the children could learn 
the words of “Silent Night” in 
English.

Friday afternoon I went to visit 
the first of the areas in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia where colored 
people, who can not find any bet- 
ter places in which to live, are 
now living. I'was appalled to find 
blocks where many of the houses 
had outside toilets, The water 
pipes, on which the people depend 
for all the water used for wash- 
ing, cleaning and drinking, come 
up directly next to this outdoor 
toilet. This water is also used to 
flush the toilet. 

I am told there can be no con- 
tamination because the pipes are 


separate, but I think the risk is’ 


ever present because pipes de- 
teriorate. The houses are old, 
patched up with uneven floors and 
the ingrained dirt of ages. The 
pathetic part is, that in nearly 
every house, it was quite evident 
that an effort was made to keep 
the house clean and to sweep the 
yard, 


Every bit of water for scrubbing, 
washing and personal bathing 
must be carried in and, if wanted 
hot, must be heated on the stove. 
The one stove downstairs must 
usually heat the upstairs floors, 
and these are only small coal 
atoves. The bedding on the beds I 
saw was anything but adequate,

One two-room house had three 
old ladies living in it. The next 
door neighbor had been trying to 
get them some coal for a fire. 
They were in bed because they 
had none. The effort to make 
these places liveable was pathetic 
~—#o little furniture, so few cook- 
ing utensils. In one place I saw 
no china with which to set the 
table, though the family consisted 
of mother, father and three or 
four children. 

For four rooms of the type I 
have described, the family paid 
$23.75 a month. The rent includes 
no heat and no light. In other 
words, all they get besides a 
tumble down shelter, is water 
from a pipe in the back yard, and 
this water may or may not be con- 
taminated. The man of the family 
earned $4.60 a day, which is aver- 
age wages, and should provide 
decent shelter if available.

| best cooks would do if they had 

no onions. But there are a lot 
of them who do without leeks, 
which is surprising to those who 
appreciate leeks. The leek is 
delicate in flavor and wherever it 
is used it becomes a great favor- 
ite. The Welsh, English and the 
Egyptians have made the leek fa- 
mous and so have the Scotch in 
their Cockaleekie soup. Leeks can 
be used wherever onions are. Just 
remember to use them soon after 
they are cleanéd and sliced, be- 
cause like onions they absorb 
other food flavors rapidly and this 
detracts from their own clean in- 
dividual flavor. If leeks are not 
procurable, use green or dry 
onions instead in the following 
recipe. 

Leek and Potato. Soup. 

Four medium potatoes (two and 
one-half cups cut in one-fourth 
inch dice), two small leeks sliced 
thin, one-half cup celery chopped, 
two cups water, three and one- 
half cups milk, one tablespoon 
flour, two teaspoons salt, one-half 
cup milk, ore tablespoon butter 
or margarine. Put potatoes, cel- 
ery and water into kettle. Cover 
and boil eight to 10 minutes, or 
antil about tender. Add three and 
one-half cups milk, then the flour 
blended with salt, and the one-half 
cup milk to form a smooth paste. 
Reheat to the boiling point, stir- 
ring often, then simmer two or 
three minutes.

Spinach and tomato 
salad, one-half pound spinach, two 
tomatoes, peppy French dressing. 
Bread, eight slices enriched. Co- 
coanut pudding unique, combine 
two cups cake crumbs with one 
cup hot milk, let stand 10 minutes 
or longer if crumbs are dry. Add 
three-fourths cup shredded cocoa- 
nut, one-half teaspoon salt, two 
lightly beaten egg yolks, mix light- 
ly. Beat two egg whites until stiff 
and fold into mixture. Pour into 
greased top of double boiler. Cook 
over hot water 35 to 40 minutes or 
until inserted knife comes out 
clean. Serve hot with lemon gin- 
ger sauce made by heating one cup 
light corn syrup, one-half teaspoon 
ground ginger or three-fourths tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt. Boil to blend, remove 
from heat and stir in one-half tea- 
spoon lemon rind and one-third 
cup lemon juice.

The following hand caused 
me more than a little irri- 

tation, because I made the key de- 

fensive play and then guessed 
wrong in the followup. 

“South, dealer.

“I was East. My partner opened 
the spade 10; I won, and seeing 
the necessity of knocking out dum- 
my’s heart ace while I still had the 
diamond suit stopped, shifted to 
the heart king. This knocked out 
the ace, all right, but when the 
king and queen of diamonds were 
then led, I permitted both to win 
because I was afraid that South 
had started with three diamonds 
and that if I took my ace on the 
second round he would have a dia- 
mond left with which to enter 
dummy. As you can see, the two 
diamond tricks declarer was per- 
mitted to win were enough for his 
contract, whereas if I had taken 
the second diamond he would have 
been set. Was there any way for 
me to tell that declarer had only 
two diamonds?” 


East made a good play when he 
led the heart king (Deschappelles 
coup) and it was too bad that it 
did not materially affect the final 
result. 


It was difficult for East to de 
cide whether he should win the 
second or the third diamond lead. 
If the diamond leads had been 
toward dummy, so that West could 
play before East, West could have 
shown by high-lowing that he had 
exactly two diamonds and that 
consequently declarer also had ex- 
actly two. Hast, however, had to 
play before West, and therefore 
had to guess whether or not West 
was going to follow suit on the 
second round. There was this, 
however, to be said in favor of tak- 
ing the second diamond lead: Pre- 
sumably, West played the seven 
on the first round, and South, the 
eight or nine. The diamond three, 
therefore, was missing, and it was 
unlikely that declarer was holding 
it out. All in all, the best decision 
was to win the second diamond.
